Construction  Of  Loyola  Memorial  Chapel  Begins 


Sacred  Relic  Venerated 
By  Faculty  And  Students 

The  rlghl  hand  and  forearm  of  St.  Francis  Xavier.  Patron  of  the 
Missions,  who  died  more  than  three  hundred  fifty  years  ago,  was  vene- 
rated by  members  of  the  Loyola  Faculty,  students  and  visitors  at 
special  devotion  held  at  Evergreen 


on  Friday,  November  11,  from  2:ti0 
to  3:00  p.  m. 

Displayed  first  before  tbe  statue 
of  Our  Lady  of  Evergreen,  the  relic 
was  honored  by  lay  instructors,  stu- 
dents and  visitors. 

It  was  then  taken  into  the  Chapel 
of  St.  Francis  Xavier,  where  Loyola 
Jesuits,  together  with  other  priests 
invited  from  the  Archdiocese  of 
Baltimore,  assembled  to  pay  their 
devotions  and  offer  their  Intentions.

After  this.  His  Excellency,  the 
Most  Rev.  Thomas  J.  McDonnell. 
National  Director  of  tbe  Propaga- 
tion of  the  Faith,  showed  a motion 
picture  that  he  had  taken  during 
his  recent  tour  of  Japan  and  other 
places  in  the  Par  East  where  St.

With  the  arrival  of  a bulldozer 
and  other  equipment,  construction 
of  Our  Lady's  Chapel  of  Evergreen 
has  got  under  way  Just  one  month 
after  the  official  ground-breaking 
ceremony. 

According  to  an  announcement 
from  the  office  of  tbe  Very  Rev. 
Francis  X.  Talbot.  S.J.,  president 
of  Loyola,  the  combined  chapel  and 
nuditorlum  will  be  completed  be- 
lore  September  1,  1960.

The  contract  for  the  edifice,  which 
will  be  a memorial  to  Loyola  men 
who  served,  especially  to  those 
thirty  who  gave  their  lives,  in  tbe 
Second  World  War.  was  awarded 
to  John  MeShaih.  Inc.  on  Friday. 
November  4. 

Nationally  known  contractors, 
the  McSlialn  company  constructed 
such  famous  Imlldlngs  as  the  Pen- 
tagon Dulldlng;  the  Naval  Medical 
Center,  Bethesdii;  the  Bureau  of 
Printing  and  Engraving;  tbe  Naval 
Hospital  and  the  Wills  Eye  Hospl- 
';il,  both  In  Philadelphia;  the  Wash- 
ington National  Airport;  and  the 
Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  Library. 
Hyde  Park. 

Plans  for  the  chapel  were  pre- 
pared by  Gaudreau  and  Gaudreau.

l/0('<it<t]  On  Hillside 

Located  on  the  hillside  on  the 
west  end  of  the  campus  Just  below 
(lie  level  of  the  Science  Building, 
the  edifice  will  have  two  main  en- 
ir.inces.  The  upper-level  entrance 
will  be  to  tbe  chapel  Itself,  while 
the  lower-level  one  will  lead  into 
the  auditorium,  to  be  known  as  thy 
(.'harles  M.  Cohn  Auditorium.  The 
total  seating  capacity  of  both  floors 
will  be  approximately  1,100. 

The  cost  of  the  building  will  be 
Hourly  5600.000.  over  two-thirds  of 
which  has  already  been  collected 
through  donations  to  the  Chapel 
Fund,  which  was  started  in  1946.

Is  rowdyism  returning  Irom  pre- 
war days  to  take  Its  place  In  the 
activities  of  undergraduates  in 
American  colleges?  Of  course,  every- 
one hopes  that  It  Isn’t,  but  reports 
from  all  over  the  nation  seem  to 
Indicate  that  there  has  been  a con- 
siderable Increase  In  misbehavior 
among  undergraduates  in  recent 
weeks. 

The  term  rowdyism  does  not  in- 
clude the  legitimate  pastimes  of 
mature  college  students.  Pleasure 
and  rowdyism  are  far  from  synony- 
mous. The  word,  however,  does  ap- 
ply to  the  so-called  enjoyment  de- 
rived from  wantonly  destructive  or 
boisterous  activity.  It  is  very  dif- 
ficult to  conceive  of  a college  stu- 
dent taking  pleasure  In  the  destruc 
tlon  of  property  or  the  slaying  of 
an  acquaintance. 

These  latter  Instances  are  ex- 
tremes—but  they  are  extremes 
which  will  he  reached  again  and 
again  If  a general  tendency  towards 
rowdyism  develops  In  undergrad- 
uate life.  Every  student  should 
realize  his  moral  obligations,  his 
importance  to  future  society,  his 
social  position  and  the  reflection  of 
hlB  activity  on  his  college.  Then  be 
should  act  accordingly. 

Of  Men  And  Dogs 

■When  it  comes  to  the  controversy 
raging  over  the  release  of  dogs  to 
the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  U 
seems  that  a lesson  in  ethics  Is  In 
order.  Man  Is  by  nature  a proprie- 
tary being.  He  may  use  any  brute 
animal  In  any  manner  which  con- 
duces to  his  final  end.  The  notion  of 
vivisection  for  the  advancement  of 
medical  knowledge  Is  certainly  not 
repugnant  to  these  facts. 

Moreover,  it  is  unfair  to  conclude 
that  members  of  such  an  altruistic 
profession  as  medicine  would  abuse 
this  privilege,  once  legally  granted 
to  them.  A group  of  near-sighted 
sentimentalists  are  attempting  to 
prevent  the  use  of  these  dogs  by 
medical  science.  But  there  is  no 
obstacle,  theoretical  or  practical, 
which  should  preveat  our  doing  It. 

Notify  the  city  authorities  and  let 
them  know  how  IntelllRent  men 
view  the  question  of  legitimate 
medical  vlvlsectlon.

Mathematical  Background

A man  who  can  speak  of  practi- 
cally every  field  of  knowledge  In 
terms  of  mathematics  Is  Indeed 
unique  pevaoaalUy.  Loyola,  how- 
ever, Is  West  with  such  a man 
in  Mr.  Raymond  Huck.  assistant 
professor  In  Mathematics. 

Mr  Huck  was  born  In  Centralla. 
Illinois,  where  he  attended  elemen- 
tary school.  After  he  was  graduat- 
ed he  travelled  to  Carlinvllle, 
Illinois,  to  attend  the  Blackburn 
Academy.  U was  during  this  pre- 
paratory education  at  Blackburn 
that  he  cultivated  an  interest  in 
mathematics. 

He  continued  his  pursuance  of 
the  science  at  Illinois  College.  Af- 
ter he  received  bis  Bachelor  of 
science  Degree,  he  entered  the 
University  of  Illinois  to 
his  Master’s  Degree.  He  ^Id  grad- 
uate study  at  the  University  of 
Michigan,  while  residing  in  Ann 
Arbor,  Michigan. 

Mr.  Huck  began  his  teaching 
career  at  Centralla  High  School  In 
Illinois,  where  he  taught  algebra 
and  trigonometry.  Upon  his  de- 
parture from  centralla  he  travelled 

to  college  Park.  Maryland.  He  be- 
came a member  of  the  University  of 
Maryland  mathematics  department, 
giving  instruction  In  college  mathe- 
matics, including  the  calculus.
